We are approving the proposed amendment to your Medicaid State Plan submitted under Transmittal
Number 11 -014.  Effective March 23,  2010, this amendment provides concurrent curative care with
the hospice benefit for Medicaid and CHIP eligible children.  Enclosed for your records is a copy of
the approved State Plan Amendment (SPA) and finalized Form -179.
